The British defenders 
of 


Egypt • have 
evacuated 


Matruh, coastal anchor of 
the defense line 175 miles 
west of Alexandria, British 
authorities 
announced to- 


night. 
The British 
fighting 
Eighth 
Army fell back in the third day 
of a great tank battle In -which It 
had sought to stem the drive of 
Marshal Erwin Rommels' armor- 
ed columns toward the Nile Val- 
ley and the Suez canal. 
The British used the term "evac- 
uated," Indicating that the main 
British forces were retiring 
in 


good order and fully capable of 
turning to give Rommel battle 
when the time and ground was 
favorable. 


Matruh was abandoned as the 
battle, a wild melee of men and 
machines, spread over an ever- 
broadenmg battlefield southeast of 
that 
town. 


(Both Berlin and Rome announc- 


ed the capture of Matruh together 
with. 6,000 British troops and there 
was little doubt in London that 
their claims were true.) 


Many newly arrived planes, in- 


cluding those of the United States 
Air Corps, were thrown Into the 
battle to help stem the axis tide. 
The desert struggle has been in 
progress without break since Sat- 
rday afternoon, when an Axis 


anfccrqd force from the west, tak- 
ing advantage in tha glare of the 
sun In the defenders' eyes, struck 
at positions southwest of Matruh. 
Marshal Rommel loosed t,he full 


fury of his fortes against tn*»BrIt- 


.— . . Jeh at 5-i»- nv-SaturdajK-Ml* fa- 
vorite' hour for launching attacks 
to the east. 


The battle then developed Into 
fast moving fights between tanks 
and mobile artillery, 
the 
latter 
being shifted from position to po- 
sition the better to strike at op- 
posing tanks. Mobile infantry has 
teen used mainly to occupy points 
after 
rounding up prisoners. 
Battle Continues Through Night. 


A full moon permitted the fight 
tc continue 
through 
Saturday 
right and last night -with scarcely 
any waning in intensity. The great 
Egyptian moon, shining on 
the 
glistening sands, makes It bright 
enough to read a newspaper but 
produces curious shadow 
effects 


which pose problems for gunners 
and tank crews, 


Today's dawn found the battle 
for Kgypt, now In its third day, 
moving deeper toward the Valley 
of the Nile with one big battle 
twirling into the desert southeast 
of Matruh, British headquarters 
here announced. 
British and United States bomb- 


ers, blasting hard and often, at the 
tdvancing axis forces, ranged over

U. S. Bombers

The navy announced today that. 
United States bombers had

(Eastern War Time) today, said:

Tiny Wake Island, which over- 
whelming enemy forces wrested 
from an American marine garji- 
son Dec. 23, Is Japan's nearest 
base to the Hawaiian area. It Is 
2,000 nautical miles southwest of 
Midway, 
the

outpost 
nearest to Japanese territory. 


The raid reported 
today was 
the second made by American air. 
craft on the atoll. Planes from a 
task force led by Vice Admiral 
William F. Halsey wiped out shore 
Installations and some minor sur- 
face units Feb. 24. 
The blow was interpreted here 
as a "nuiuance raid" coupled with 
reconnaissance activity with

unusable for the Japanese even 
though no effort was made to re- 
occupy it.

FALL OF MATRUH 
NEITHER CONFIRMED, 
DENIED D.Y LONDON 


AXIS INVASION FORCES RE- 
PORTED STRIKING SWIFT- 
LY ONWARD IN EGYPT

LONDON, June

—The axis declared today 
that Matruh, 130 miles deep 
in 
Egypt 
and a key to 


Britain's defenses, had fal- 
len to their forces swiftly 
pressing eastward 
toward 


Alexandria and the Suez. 


There was no confirmation In 
London of the claim, which came 
from Berlin and Rome, but Brit- 
ish reports Indicated that the sit- 
uation was perilous, 
With 
the 
Eighth Army avoiding any front- 
al clash with Nazi Field Marshal 
Erwin Rommel's superior weight 
of armor. 


There was little doubt in Lon- 
don that the axis claims were 
true, but a British military com- 
mentator 
declared that Matruh 


was "not the last bastion between 
Tobruk and Alexandria." 


Alexandria itself, base of the 


British Mediterranean fleet, was 
bombed during the morning by 
axis planes believed now to be op- 
erating from airdromes only 200 
miles away. 


The axis claim that only 6,000 
British troops were captured 
nt 
Matruh—compared 
with 
33,000 


claimed at Tobruk—indicated the 
main British forces escaped 
and 


fell back, playing for time until 
the arrival of tank and gun reln- 
forcements. 


The German high command said 
Matruh was taken by storm de- 
spite stubborn resistance. In ad- 
dition to the troops, it said a 
large quantity of war material fell 
into axis hands. 


Knemy Advances. 
British 
headquarters in Cairo, 
acknowledging thaj-the enemy had 
advanced to the 
southwest—that 


Is, to the inland side and beyond 
the coastal anchor—said that the 
struggle was spreading 
over 
a 


"very large area" and that details 
were not available. 
The British communique, how- 


ever, reported action through yes- 
terday. The axis said Matruh fell 
today. 


The first full enemy statement 


was issued by the Italian high 
command, which said that 
6.00U 


British prisoners had been taki.n 
in heavy fighting and that axis 
forces still were driving eastward. 


In the. fall of Matruh, the Rome 


bulletin said, the British lost 30 
tanks, many 
guns, trucks 
and 


other supplies. 
Two ships were 


reported hit jn the 
harbor by 
axis air forces taking a major 
part in the offensive. 


If Matruh has been abandoned, 
a British spokesman said, It was 
to hold a line farther east.

JAPANESE LOST FOUR 
AIRCRAFT CARRIERS 
IN MIDWAY DATTLE 


DEFEAT OF ENEMY INVA- 
SION FLEET EVEN WORSE 
THAN FIRST REPORTED

PEARL HARBOR, T. H., June 


29.—(/P)—The defeat of the Japan- 
ese invasion fleet off Midway Is- 
land was even worse than first 
reported. 


The navy, waiting until It had 


rounded up all the reports and 
checked them, flatly wrote off as 
Japanese losses: The aircraft car- 
rier Akagl, 26,900 tons; the air- 
craft carrier Kaga, 28,900 tons; the 
aircraft carrier Soryu, 10,050 tons; 
the aircraft carrier Kiryu, 
10,050 
tons; two heavy cruisers, probably 
the 8,500 ton Mogaml and the 8,500 
ton Mlkuma; three destroyers and 
a cargo or transport vessel. 


Unofficial estimates placed the 


probable Japanese death list at 
18,000 or more. 


The navy's tally added up to at 


least 10 ships sent to the bottom 
In the big sea-air battle earlier this 
month off Midway. 
The definite 


report of four carriers sunk con- 
trasted with tentative reports on 
June 10 of "two 
and 
possibly 


three." 
The same reports listed 


only one other Jap shin as defi- 
nitely sunk, a destroyer. 


The loss of 10 likewise was In 


sharp contrast with Japanese ad- 
missions that only one ship, a car- 
rier, went down.

day, said that a fourth destroyer 
very probably was sunk and that 
considerable damage was wrought 
on two or three batleships, three 
or four other heavy cruisers,

WASHINGTON, June 29.-

,Jfing of 15 major groups of items 


and the committee said that sever- 
al were in "two of the basic cost 
of living groups which means" a 
general rationing program. 


Henderson, 
expressing 
belief 


there was "a very real danger" tha* 
"our present price ceilings will not 
hold," told the committee; 


"What we will be able to do rests 


on the tax bill, and not only the 
amount of H but tho nature of it, 
how much is withdrawn from cur- 
rent spendable income. It depends 
upon the amount of savings; it 
depends on the degree to which 
•wages are stabilized; and it de- 
pends upon the course of farm 
prices, and It depends upon the 
rate at which the war effort pro- 
ceeds." 


But he expressed belief that tho

down to about" a 6 to 10 per cent 
increase over previous levels. 


Henderson repeatedly told the
